In  recent  years  Dr.  Peale  has 
become  famous  for  his  “church 
clinic”  at  his  present  church.  Here 
members  of  his  congregation  can 
come  for  guidance  in  their  prob¬ 
lems.  He  is  assisted  by  four 
psychiatrists  and  a  psychologist 
in  this  phase  of  his  work.  Inter¬ 
views  are  held  five  days  a  week, 
and  some  fifteen  hundred  people 
receive  this  guidance  every  year. 
Clinic  Famous. 

Dr.  Peale  believes  that  Chris¬ 
tianity  offers  scientific  procedures 
for  assisting  Christians  in  then- 
problems.  His  clinic  is  one  of  the 
first  and  most  famous  of  such 
religio-psychiatric  organizations. 

Dr.  Peale  was  selected  a  few 
years  ago  by  a  committee  repre¬ 
senting  the  Protestant  denomina¬ 
tions  to  serve  as  technical  adviser 
in  the  filming  of  the  motion  pic¬ 
ture  “One  Foot  in  Heaven.”  He 
the  first  Protestant  clergyman 
hold  such  a  unique  position. 

Marble  Collegiate  church  - 
filled  to  its  2,000  seating  capacity 
twice  every  Sunday.  It  has  one 
of  the  few' large  evening  services 
in  the  east.  Many  young  and  prom¬ 
inent  businessmen  are  found  in 
the  church  every  Sunday. 

The  Chamber  of  Commerce  of 
Muskegon  said  of  Dr.  Peale,  “He 
is,  of  course,  one  of  America's 
foremost  orators  and,  coupled  with 
this,  he  has  the  gift  of  reaching 
the  hearts  of  the  people  .  .  .More¬ 
over,  he  is  a  most  affable  person¬ 
ality  and  delightful  guest.”

Shall  we  give  these  valuable  collections  to  some  other 
college  or  university?  Shall  we  permit  them  to  go  to  ruin? 
Can  we  restore  the  museum  and  make  a  valuable  addition  to 
the  college?  The  majority  of  the  students  expressing  their 
opinions  believe  this  can  be  done. 

Since  a  museum  is  not  included  in  the  future  plans  of  the 
college,  could  not  the  students  of  the  college  make  it  their 
project  next  semester  to  renovate  the  attic  of  Old  Main  and 
make  it  a  fit  place  to  house  the  museum?  With  special  em¬ 
phasis  on  the  New  Guinea  specimens,  the  museum  could  be 
dedicated  to  those  missionaries  who  gave  their  lives  for  the 
Church  in  World  War  II.
